It is impossible to say when the 
fire will burn itself out. Extinguished 
it cannot be, for nothing human dare 
venture close enough to fight the 
flames, and even if the men could go 
near enough to the seething mass and 
live, they would require engines of 
titans to check the blaze in the 
slightest degree. 

The flames are fed by 3,000,000 

barrels of oll. At 10:30 o'clock to- 
night, they had been streaming toward 
the clouds for twenty-four hours. An 
enormous cordon of flame shut off the 
gazers from the huge tanks that 
spouted ruddy spume like monster 
fireworks. The heat was unendurable 
at a distance of many rods. Every- 
thing living that was caught in that 
blazing circle of death was lost beyond 
possibility of escape. Men who 
dashed through the closing jaws of 
the flery trocha were overtaken by 
rushing flames and burned to nothing- 
ness in an eye flash. Hundreds of 
fugitives from the flame zone sped 
across the prairie in the early 
morning. 

At nightfall, this evening, the list 
of persons made homeless by the 
enormous blaze was lengthening 
steadily. Scores of dwellings clustered 
about the tanks were destroyed hours 
before dawn. Scores more were over- 
taken by a similar fate in the course 
of the day. 

Five men are known to have died in 
the early stage of the fire. They were 
among a couple of hundred workmen 
who were sent to thrown up earth- 
works about the first biaze, to confine 
the flames to its immediate vicinity. 
As if the spirit of a storm fiend hed 
been swept into the big receptacle by 
the lightning bolt that struck it and 
started the blaze, it belched forth 
without warning a Vesuvian eruption 
of flaming ofl that set fire to three 
other tanks and formed a fata) ring 
around the plant. 

At least 184 of the workmen fied 
quickly enough to save their lives, 
and thirty-five of the seventy-five 
mules used in carting dirt for the 
circular embankment got out. The 
eighteen men missing after a thorough 
canvass of the region today were 
caught in a deadly swirl, and five were 
seen to fall when the liquid fire tank 
burst its bonds. Forty of the mules 
were piralyzed by fear and could not 
be made to move rapidly enough to 
save them. 

The mile jump of fire to the pump- 
ing station tanks occurred just before 
daybreak. It is supposed the Maze 
was communicated by sparks frem 
frame buildings about ‘the tankage 
plant. There is no means of ascer- 
taining how much damage has been 
done in that part of the field thus far, 
as the flame cordon cuts off the 
station from all sides.

NEW RUSSIAN TAX SCHEME. 
MEET INTEREST ON INDEMNITY. 


Minister of Finance is elaborating « 
scheme for the imposition of addition- 
al taxes to the amount of $50,000 000 
ennually, thus constituting a new de- 
parture in Russian taxation, the new 
texes being imposed principally on the 
well-to-do classes. The principle of 
4 tax on incomes and also on inherit- 
ances will be introduced. One part 
of the scheme is the imposition of 
taxes on lodgings renting for over 
$150 per annum. Kutler, Assistant 
Minister of Finance, who is elaborat- 
ing the project, says it will be ready 
to be placed in force in September. 
The proceeds of this taxation would 
be mere than sufficient to meet the 
Interest an any indemnity Russia 
might agree to pay to Japan.

More than a year ago, a Los Angeles 
material worker, Roberti, was fined 
$100 by the Council of Labor for @ 
time infraction of union rules. Roberti 
wonld not or could not pay his fine, so 
he wes deprived of the right to work 
and driven out of Los Angeles by the 
union highbinders. He came to Seat- 
tle and was given employment by the 
Puget Sound Metal Works and was 
soon promoted to the position of fore- 
man of the shop. 

All went well until the Jim Gray 
crowd in Log Angeles found out where 
Roberti was employed. They at once 
sent a demand to the labor bosses at 
Seattle that Robert! be compelled to 
‘pay his fine to the Los Angeles union 
or be fired from his job. Rather than 
get his employers involved in trouble 
for which they were in no wise respon- 
sible, Roberti offered to compromise 
by paying one-half the fine, which, he 
maintained from the beginning, was 
unjury and exorbitant. 

The walking delegates demanded $100 
or his discharge. Roberti refused to be 
bied to this tune, so an attempt was 
made to collect the full amount of his 
fine from his employers. The metal 
company resented the attempted 
biackmail and would neither pay trib- 
ute or discharge a faithful employs. 
Accordingly a boycott was declared on 
ail supplies handled by the Puget 
Sound Metal Company. or this rea- 
son, ten bricklayers cult work on the 
People’s Savings Bank building and 
the strike also spread to work on the 
new outfall sewer, for which the metal 
company was furnishing material.

IS NO MORE. 


LOCAL SPORTING MAN CROSSES 
THE GREAT DIVIDE. 


—— 


Long-time Partner of Colonel Black 
Passes on to Rejoin Man Who Pre- 
ceded Him by a Little Over a 
Month—Fitzgerald Left a Large 
Fortune in Stocks. 


Thomas J. Fitzgerald, well known 
among local sporting men, died yester- 
day shortly after midnight, at his 
Ocean Park home, of chronic heart dis- 
ease. 
Coming to this. country a poor man 
many years ago, Tom Fitzgerald, or 
Fits“ as he was familiarly known, 
amassed a great deal of money, and is 
estimated to have been worth not far 
from half a million dollars, nearly all 
in Western Union, United States Steel, 
railroad and other equally “gilt-edge” 
securities. Mr. Fitzgerald but 
little real estate. He is best known in 
Los Angeles through his connection 
with the bookmaking firm of Fitzger- 
ald, Black & Co., which for years has 
done business on West First street and 
in the suburbs of Vernon. 

But a little over a month ago, Col. 


died in China of the same disease which 
killed Fitzgerald, a coincidence which is 
ina meagure explained by the lifelong 
friendship of the two men which ex- 
tended far beyond their business rela- 
tions. Fitzgerald brought Col. Black's 
body home from San Francisco, and has 
declined in health steadily up to the 
time of his death. 
Mr. Fitagerald’s business affairs will 
be administered by J. Myrick, Jr., who 
is now the firm of Fitzgerald, Black & 
Co., and is algo looking after the late 
Col. Black's estate. 

It is understood the body wil) be 
shipped to New York in conformity 
with an oft-expressed desire of Mr. 
Fittgerald. He leaves no family here.

As he sat at one of the little tables, 
with this meal before him, he suddenly 
cried out to the let or, Tony Mas- 
tinich: “Help me, Tony, I can't see any 
more!” 
Mastinich hurried over to Bush and 
found him groping blindly among, the 
dishes with his hands, unable to lo- 
cate them. He helped Bush finish his 
meal, and then aided him to his store: 
but by that time the jeweler begun (0 
talk incoherently, and he soon lost his 
reason completely. 

A consultation of old friends, who 
have lived beside of him for years, re- 
sulted in their sending for physicians, 
and he was then taken to the Call- 
fornia Hospital. There he lingered for 
thirteen days, and death claimed him 
last Saturday, without his regaining 
consciousness. 

DOCTOR INCREDULQUS. 
Wulle North Main-street neighbors 
talk of a mysterious case of poisoning, 
the physician. in charge scouts the idea.

“I do not consider that (here was 
anything mysterious in tre iliness or 
death of Mr. Bush.

Despite his 
action in leaving his family, and de- 
neath his brusque exterior, I know 
that he was very fond of them, and 
that this was his constant regret that 
he had ruined his domestic happiness 
through his headstrong action.’

LEAVE FOR THE DESERT. 


To Clean Out Water Holes and 


Supervisors Patterson and Alexander 
will leave this morning for the desert 
on the borders of Los Angeles county, 
for the purpose of taking such steps 
as may be necessary to erect sign- 
posts for the guidance of trevelers. 

It is not yet known just how the 
$5000 appropriated by the last Legisia- 
ture for carrying out this work will 
be divided. Through the efforts of the 
State Mining Bureau the bill was 
passed, but the division of the money 
now rests with the State Highway 
Commissioner. It is supposed, how- 
ever, that Los Angeles, San Bernar- 
dino, Riverside, and Kern county will 
share equally, and each county will 
make additional appropriations out of 
the county funds. Messrs. Patterson 
and Alexander will go direct to Palm- 
dale and east to Rock Creek and the 
county line; thence the drive will be 
continued north to the border of Kern 
county. En route conferences will be 
held with the road foremen and others 
interested, and locations decided upon 
for the sign-posts. These are to be of 
metal set in cement, the finger plates 
aleo to be of iron perforated with the 
directions desired to be given. The 
expense of these posts is to be borne 
by the State, and ail that the counties 
are asked to do is to perforate the 
finger plates and see that the posts are 
erected. 

"We have thought to elaborate 
this simple plan somewhat,” said — 
per visor Patterson yesterday, “and 
wherever there is a water hole, a 
spring, or water of any kind, to put on 
an additional finger plate indicating 
where such water may be found, giv- 
ing the direction and distance. 

“Many of these water holes are in 
very bad shape. We intend to have 
them dug out, and then surrounded 
roughly. with posts so as to vent 
the edftile from miring them. In that 
way we think that Invaluable ald may 
be afforded to travelers with a very 
mall cost to the county. Of course 
additional work of any kind will have 
to be pald out of the road but 
the expense is not expected to be 


“While absent, too, we intend to find 
out if it ie possible to develop water 
in the remote places. Such informa- 
tion may prove of value later if any 
thorough and systematic plan is

Those who have lived 
long In Los Angeles have learned that 
our growth in new population is al- 
ways directly dependent on business 
conditions in genera) all over the 
country. In dull times few people 
can get away from the business they 
are engaged in. The force of assist- 
ants is cut down as much as possible. 
Every man has to work harder than 
usual, All other expenses are reduced. 
It is generally a fair surmise that 
similar conditions prevail in Call- 
fornia. So a man fis unable to dis- 
pose of either real property or of a 
business at the old home without 
making er sacrifices than seem 
wise, and he is timid about going into 
business in a strange place where the 
outlook may not be better than 
where he is. so he stays on, waiting 
until a turn comes in the tide of busi- 
ness to let him get out with some- 
thing like a fair value for his busi- 
ness or property, and can invest the 
money here at a time when things 
look promising. 

That is just the condition of busi- 
ness almost everywhere in the east- 
ern and central States. Money is 
fairty easy. The $50,000,000 of the 
Japanese loan allotted to America 
was oversubscribed several times. 
The demand for nearly all the prod- 
ucts of all the factories in the coun- 
try is good. Prices are pretty high 
and nearly all the people are mak- 
ing money. Such a time is the right 
one for persons who may have been 
waiting for an opportunity to move to 
California for whatever reason they 
my have in mind. There is always 
& great army of persons so waiting 
at the Past. 

These conditions are likely to con- 
tinue until next summer at least. A 
Ane crop of good winter wheat has 
been successfully harvested. The win- 
ter wheat crop is in pretty good con- 
dition in nearly al) the States where 
this is grown. The corn belt is in a 
promising condition to turn out a 
food crop of that cereal. In the south 
the cotton and tobacco crops promise 
to yield well. The apple crop is short, 
but the fruit crop in Europe is said 
to be very poor, and this statement 
is true of the orange crops of Italy 
and Spain as well as of the apple crop 
of England and France. So there may 
be so good a market for American 
fruit in Europe as to send the farmer 
here as much money for a moderate 
crop as he would get ordinarily for a 
large one. And, by the way, the Cali- 
fornia orange crop is said to be gen- 
erally at least one-fourth less than 
the bumper crop of the present year. 
But if the conditions clsewhere have 
been correctly reported 18,000 car 
loads may net as Much as 25,000 are 
netiing this season. 

Now presuming that nothing is to 
happen to materially injure the crops 
of various kinds mentioned above, 
but that they shall be gathered and

If the build- 
ers are busy so must be all who sell 
builders materials of all kinds. 

The employment of the artisan at 
fair wages insures a good run of 
business at all kinds of stores, and so 
the whole circle of industries is kept 
active. 

That is the outlook at the moment. 
How long the view will remain un- 
changed no one can tell. Disturb- 
ances in business come unexpectedly. 
No person can tell why or whence. 


At this moment no sign of in- 
terruption to any business can 
be seen. All our acts must be 


based on probabilities, not on dem- 
onstrations. The probabilities being 
right the American people are sure 
to 80 on courageously in the even 
tenor of their way and keep some- 
thing doing all along the line. It is 
a comfortable feeling to have that all 
the people will be employed at fair 
wages and that there will be no great 
want or misery in the land, none 
that a man or woman does not. make 
for himself by his vices or by his lack 
of wisdom and care. 


AKHALIN’S SIGNIFICANCE. 

The acquisition of Sakhalin, (pro- 
nounced Sak-ah-leen, with the accent 
on the last syllable.) by Japan, has 
@ geographical ag well as a strategical 
significance. In the early part of the 
last century it belonged to China, but 
when the Amur country was ceded to 
Russia, Japan took possession of Sak- 
balin in order to round out the coast 
line of her island empire. But it lies 
so close to the Siberian coast, being 
separated from it by the narrow Gulf 
of Tartary, that in order to avoid 
friction, Japan ceded it to Russia in 
1875, in exchange for an undisputed 
title to the Kurile Islands, a chain of 
thirty-two mountainous islands ex 
tending northeasterly from Yezo to 
the southern end of Kamchatka. 

While the Island of Sakhalin com- 
pletes the closing of the Japan Sea on 
the north, the Kurile Islands com- 
plete the closing of the Sea of Ok- 
hotsk on the south. The external 
coast line of the Empire of Japan from 
Formosa on the south, crossed by the 
Tropic of Cancer, to Kamchatka on 
the north, near the 50th parallel of 
latitude, covers a distance of 3000 
miles. The Japan Islands completely 
enclose the three great seas of the 
Asiatic Coast—the Yellow Sea be 
tween China and Korea; the Japan 
Sea between Korea and Japan; and 
the Sea of Okhotsk between Sakhalin 
and Kamchatka. 

‘While Sakhalin has thus consider- 
able strategic importance, it has 
little commercial value, and has been 
used by the Russian government as a 
penal colony. Besides the Russians 
there are a few Japanese and a few na- 
tive tribes in a state of almost prim!- 
tive savagery. Indeed implements of 
the Stone Age exist in abundance on 
the island. its length is a little less 
than that of Cafifornia, and its width 
about one-fourth of California's. Its 
most valuable products are timber and 
coal, neither of which resources have 
been exploited to any considerable ex- 
tent. The small streams abound in 
salmon, but that industry has not 
been largely developed. Owing to ite 
high latitude and the rigor of the ell 
mate its agricultural resources are 
very limited. 

The story of its cession to Russia is 
intimately connected with the career 
of Baron Rosen, one of the envoys in 
the peace conference which will con- 
vene in August. Rosen was an a 
taché at Tokio in the early 70% and 
made himself very friendly with the 
heads of departments in the Japanese 
government. The northern portion of 
Sakhalin was already colonized by 
the Russians, and being opposite the 
mouth of the Amur River, that power 
was very anxious to gain possession of 
it. Through Rosen the exchange of 
the small and comparatively worthless 
Kurtle Islands for this large and 
strategically valuable island was 
quietly tested, and not till the ex- 
clange was fully accomplished did 
the watchfu! British representative at 
Toklo, Sir John Parkes, know what 
was going on—an oversight for which 
he was severely censured. 

That the capture and successful oc- 
cupation of Sakhalin “puts a power- 
ful lever in the possession of Japa- 
nese diplomacy,” is admitted, not only 
by the western powers, but by the 
Novoe Vremya and other Russian 
journals. The proposed cession of 
that great island, which was to take 
the place of a large indemnity, no 
longer enters into the negotiations. 
It is an accomplished fact.

MONG MEN 
OF ACTION. 


Prof. Hirschberg has acquired a high 
opinion of American physicians and 
surgeons. Himeelf, one of the cele- 
brated eye specialists of Berlin, his 
travels in the United States have led 
him to express a great respect for the 
attainments of the medical profession 
of this country. 

Dr. Hirschberg has been a guest at 
the Angelus during the last weed. 
“While I have been traveling for my 
health and pleasure,” he said to a 
Tunes reporter, I have seen something 
of the*work of my brother doctors and 
professors in your country. And I can 
no. help remarking on the difference 
between the standard in the profession 
now and what it was when I was last 
here. That was a little over ten years 
ago. At that time, your wealthiest 
people used to go over to Europe, to Ber- 
lin, to London, Paris and Vienna, to 
consult specialists when they thought 
it was necessary and they could afford 
it. But now they have no need for 
that. Of course, there are great doc- 
tors all the time in the European cap- 
als whose names stand out head and 
shoulders above the rest of the pro- 
fession, all over the world. Such a 
man 1 Dr. Lorenz of Vienna, whose 
tour In this country a couple of years 
ago created such a sensation. But now 
there are very few cases where even 
the wealthiest American invalid can 
not get advice from authorities of the 
highest grade in his own country. 

„ ve been courteous! treated 
wherever I have been in t United 
States,” Prof. Hirschberg went on to 
Say, “and my visits to your large med- 
ical colleges and universities have been 
most interesting. In those, foo, I have 
noticed what a high standard re- 
valied. And I have found that there 
is no new discovery made in Europe, 
no matter how trivial it is, but it is 
known within a short time on this side 
of the Atlantic. Your great men are 
beginning to discover for themselves 
things which it e necessary for physi- 
clans and surgeons all over the worid 
to know. 

“This part of the country ts excel- 
lent for invalids, though I don't know 
whether I would recommend my pa- 
tients to come here. Those who suf- 
fer from diseases of the eye need more 
rem than they can get in this coun- 
try. You notice that the number of 
people who have to wear eyeglasses 
are increasing here more rapidly than 
elsewhere. As cities grow vp more 
thickly out here, so will increase the 
number ut people who have to correct 
eyesight that has been affected by 
artificial life.” 


Edward 8. Thurber, New York the- 
atrical agent, passed through town 
yesterday, en route East after an ex- 
tensive trip on the northern coast.

“The beach resort should be a place 
where the workingman and the man 
of average means can go with hie fam- 
ily to spend the hot summer months, 
and where he can live cheaper than he 
can in the city: where his children can 
run at large and grow healthy and 
strong; where the housewife can recu- 
perate from the winter spent in town, 
and where the husband can find quiet 
and rest and relaxation from the grind 
of his dally occupation. 

“Rentals at these resorts should be 
low on account of the wide territory 
over which building may be spread and 
the cheaper class of structure which 
will serve the purpose, and these points 
ought to be easy of access th the 
medium ta rapid and cheap electric 
service. 

“TIT am sorry to say that actually we 
only approach this ideal of a beach re- 
sort in the matter of the ewift and 
cheap electric service. Rentals are 
very high for the man of average 
means, and therefore I say tha, we 
have not too many beach resorts. We 
ean.stand the development of enough 
beach resorts to bring the comforts 
and pleasures of a summer outing by 
the sea within reach of pocket- 
books of all.”

land, Or., to say nothing of ite noted 
building and other exhibits, Probably 
more visitors visit and are entertained 
under its hospitabic roof than at any 
other State building upon the oo 

Gold Ores—IiIn the lay of ores, 
first noted, are those of gold. A large 
ease contains rich quarts specimens 
and nuggets with one specimen worthy 
of special mention from the Maryland 
mine, Grass Valley. A second showing 
is that of quarts from Nevada county 
mines, with a massive specimen from 
the Empire mine, Grass Valley. A large 
cabinet of massive ores from the State 
in general is of great beauty and of 
mineralogical interest. Cemented gold- 
gravel from a drift mine is here shown 
and is a very unique sampie, as also 
gold-gravel from ancient river chan- 
nels, gold sands from dredgers and 


choice specimens of copper ores, such 
as chrysocolla and malachite, Massive 
chunks of copper sulphides from the 
Afterthought mine, with those from 
Iron mountain mine, the Copper wt 
Shasta county, from Copperepolis, Cal- 
averas county, and also from Virginia, 
Gold Hill mine. A copper ingot, copper 
briquette, and sample of stalactite 
(goeean) from the Mountain Copper 

ompany, Shasta county, is worthy of 
notation. Among the ores of einnabar 
are two cases of choice specimens from 
the State in general, with massive 
specimens from many mines. A fine 
sample of sulphur is shown from the 
Western Minerale Company, Sunset, 
Kern county. A massive block of dis- 
tomaceous earth (Kiesel ghur) from 
Lompoc, Santa Barbara county, of 
which there is in all the world none 
more pure, has a prominent place ona 
block. This is of more than passing in- 
terest. A feature of this mineral is 
that while it ie not the ordinary Rost- 
stone of mineralogy, it floats on water 
and is but little affected by water. In 
the drying of nitro-glycerine and as a 
constituent of the Japanese explosive 
such mineral te in good demand, de- 
sides that as a polishing powder, its 
uses in Greproof buildings and 80 on.

Lost on Sands,

Victims Face Doom Through 
Mirage and Runaway. |

Rescuers Appear When Last 
Hope Seemed Gone. 


(SPECIAL CORRESTONDENCE OF THE TIMES) 


SAN BERNARDINO, July 4.-—Man- 
uel Sepulveda, with his wife and sev- 
eral children, were saved from the hor- 
rors of death from thirst and the 
roasting heat of the desert a few days 
Ago by a party of miners, who assist- 
ed them into Ivanpah, and cared for 
them some days. The story is brought 
in by George L. Hunter, a mine owner 
of Ivanpah. 

The family had started by wagon 
from Euvada, Utah, for Searchlight, 
where Sepulveda has relatives. All 
went well until after they left Moapa, 
when they departed from the beaten 
trail to make a cut off, and, having 
taken the wrong road, found them- 
selves in the heart of the desert with 
no familiar landmark or guide post to 
aid them. 

Their water su was running 
short, and Sepulveda hoarded what 
little remained for the children, one 
of whom is a child of four years. The 
parents were already suffering with 
thirst, and the horses fagged out and 
ready to drop, when a thunderstorm 
arose, drenehing them, and repienish- 
ing their water tank. 

e following afternoon, puveda 
Imagined he saw a train gliding across 
the horizon, and turned his horses in 
that direction, realizing that if he 
could once regain the railroad he and 
his little family would be safe. All 
night they drove on, but in the morn- 
ing they were still as far from the 
ratiroad as ever, and Iveda real- 
ized that he hed let his imagination 
get the better of him. 

With no welcome tree offering its 
shade and nothing but one vast and 
trackliess expanse of sand on either 
side, the little party had nothing to do 
but press on. Sepulveda this time 
turned his horses toward u range of 
hille to the north, hoping to reach 
them before the afternoon sun should 
come upon them. 

While on this quest th were star- 
tled by the appearance ~ F blue lake 
fringed with trees inviting them from 
their course, but Sepuveda stilied his 
wife's ejaculations with a warning 
which proved well based, when a short 
time later the apparition had changed 
into great billows of pulsating heat. 

The thunderciouds which had gath- 
ered slong the range of hills to which 
Bepulveda was heacing spread along 
the desert, making the atmosphere in- 
tense y sultry, and in the midet of a 
rattiec and roar of thunder the horses 
broke away, upsetting the wagon.

VERDICT OF SUICIDE.

SANTA BARBARA, July 244.—Coroner 

Ruiz conducted an inquiry this morn-
